Rails Get Top 
Priority on 
Low Coal Supply 


Washington, Dec. 24 —(/P)-— An 
mergency government order gave 
he nation's fuel-hungry 
railroads 
irst crack today at coal produced 
n mines from which they normal- 
y get their supplies. 
The interstate 
commerce com- 


nission announced the action yes- 
erday to keep the nation's 
rail 
ransportation from breaking down 
n the busy holiday travel season 
and in the wintry weeks which 
follow. 


The order became effective at 


:he mines at a minute after mid- 
night and will continu ein effect 
until midnight February 25. 


Dwindling coal stocks, the result I 


of a production curb clamped down j 
ay Mine Leader John L. Lewis, 
lad cut into railroad supplies so 
sharply that one line — the Chesa- 
peake and Ohio — had 
already 


taken for its own use some of ihe 
coal it was carrying as freight. 


The ICC said railroads with less 


than a nine-day supply on hand 
could get additional coal by apply- 
ing to the commission's 
service 


bureau. 


A number of roads had reported 


shortages. The Pennsylvania said 
it had a two-week stock on hand, 
the New York Central enough for 
10 days, the Louisville and Nssh- 
ville enough for 11 or 12 days. 
Due to the "extreme" shortage, 


the ICC said, the ability of the 
railroads "to adequately perform 
car service 
and 
their 
common 
carrier duties in the interest of the 
public and commerce of the people 
is seriously threatened." 


There was no sign whether the 


White House viewed this "serious 
threat" as enough of a national 
emergency to justify use of the 
Tail-Hartley act's 80-day injunction 
procedure against Lewis' 
United 


Mine Workers. 
The miners, with 
a 
relatively 


fruitless 52-day strike behind them, 
started working a three-day week 
December 1. During each of the 
coming two holiday weeks, they will 
be in the pits only two days,

Vatican City. Dec. 24—(.1')—Pope 
Pius XII opened the 1950 
Holy 


Year of the Roman Catholic church 
today amid the joyous ringing of 
church bells and the angry clatter 
of communist-led disorders. 
Scarcely had the pontiff unsealed 


the holy door at St. Peter's Basili- 
ca with three symbolic strokes of 
a silver hammer, when communists 
ordered and then cancelled a gen- 
eral strike in Rome province. 


And in 
the 
heart 
of ancient 


Rome, as the 2;)th jubilee year of 
he Catholic church began, a com- 
munist-led crowd stoned the Span- 
sh embassy, 
crying 
"death 
to 


ranco." 
Tens of thousands thronged the 


Vatican Basilica for the solemn 
pageantry of the 
opening. Hun- 


Ireds took part in the communist 
demonstrations. 
The 
short - lived 


strike was called to protest strong 
police prccaulilons against possi- 
jle incidents 
between 
pilgrims 
and communists meeting near the 
Basilica of Santa Maria Maggiore, 
where a cardinal opened another 
holy door. 
Riot squads dispersed the anti- 


Franco demonstrators 
who were 


protesting the presence in Rome of 
Spanish Foreign Minister Martin 
Artajo, here for 
the 
holy 
door 


ceremony. In the disorders an auto- 
mobile owned by a U.S. embassy 
official was overturned near 
Ihe 


Spanish embassy-. 


But the incidents failed lo inter- 


rupt the Holy Year inauguration 
ceremonies at St. Peters. 


A crowd of 50,000 persons 
in- 


side the Basilica cheered as the 
pontiff strode alone through 
the 


door into the vast church, seat of 
the religion of 400,000,000 persons 
of which the pope is the temporal 
head. Outside 300,000 more gath- 
ered in St. Peter's square heard 
the great bronze bells of the Ba- 
sillica ring the tidings that the jubi- 
lee year had begun. 


But the struggle in which the 
church is now locked with com- 
munism was symbolized 
at 
the 


very hour of the holy ceremonial 
by a call from the communist-l^d 
hamber of labor for a general 
itrika in Rome.

home was ablaze from top to bot- 
tom and the intense heal prevented 
firemen from trying a rescue. 


Nott won the distinguished llyiny 
ross, a presidential citatipn and 
her decorations for heroism on 
T missions in the European thc- 
,er of operations while he was a 
aptain in Ihe air force.
